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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


At the first meeting of the Selectmen for the Town of 
Clarendon, held on March 3, 1966, Earl Turner was appointed 
Chairman and the Town Clerk, Clerk of the Board. 

Other officers appointed were— 

Fence Viewers—Richard Pratt, Russell Powers and Henry 
Potter 

Pound Keepers—Isadore LaVictoire and Bernard Burke 

Weigher of Coal—John Pratt 

Inspector of Wood, Shingles, etc.—Howard Pierce 

Health Officer—David Miller, recommended by the Select¬ 
men and appointed by the State Board of Health 

Fire Warden—William Lind, recommended by the Selectmen 
and appointed by the State 

Tree Warden—Howard Pierce 

At various times the Selectmen discussed putting “Bridge 
Money”, Listers' Funds, etc., in separate bank accounts but 
decided against so doing because this would necessitate borrowing 
more money for the General Account. 

The Listers with Mr. Bordeau, the State Appraiser, met 
with the Selectmen to discuss the new property appraisals recom¬ 
mended by the State. It was decided to go ahead with such 
appraisals at once, Mr. Bordeau to work with the new Lister 
in particular for a week or two. 

Mr. Holden requested a meeting of the Board of Civil 
Authority for the abatement of taxes. Said request was granted 
and a date for the meeting was set for April 7, when certain 
Delinquent Taxes were abated as requested by the Tax Collector. 

Payment of Social Security having been requested by certain 
of the Townspeople, the Selectmen considered the matter and 
decided to grant the request. The Town began the Social 
Security Program on July 1, 1966. 

The bridge over Alfrecha Crossroads was placed under the 
direction of the State Highway Board. It cost between 49 and 
50 thousand dollars of which the Town will pay about $10,000.00. 
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The bridge was completed in November and is now open for 
travel. Town road mileage was checked with the District 
Highway Commissioner and plans were made for summer work. 
New construction on the Middle Road from Ingalls corner to the 
Frantz property was completed and other construction and road 
work done. 

Earl Turner as Chairman of the Board of Selectmen was 
Chairman of the Town Planning Commission as voted at the last 
Town Meeting. Pie appointed the following, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, as members of the Commission: Joseph Ferrari, 
David Miller, Robert J. Pratt and Reginald Wilson, Sr. Several 
meetings of the Commission were held at one of which Mr. James 
Griffith of the C.V.P.S. Corp. of Rutland met with them to tell 
something of such Commissions in other Towns. Nothing was 
decided. Certain items about the Planning Commission will be 
included in the Warning for the coming Town Meeting and voted 
upon by the people at that time. 

The following were appointed Special Constables with the 
duty of protecting school children crossing Route $ 7: Betty 
Milo, Fanny Pinkowski, Florence Carrara, Phyllis Davis, Joan 
Bixby and Anna Daly. 

At a Republican Caucus, held on August 30, the following 
were nominated Justice of the Peace: Ralph Bristol, Leland 
Congdon, Paul Shedd, Joseph Raiche and Willard Squier. They 
were elected at the General Election in November. 

William Lind resigned as Fire Warden and Bernard Gregor}^ 
was recommended for the office by the Selectmen. He was 
appointed by the State. 

David Miller resigned as Health Officer and as yet no one ha s 
been found who will accept the office. 

The Town Listers have been hard at work on the new 
property appraisals hoping to have them completed to take 
effect this year. By State Law property will be listed at 50% 
of its appraisal at fair market value. 

We, the Selectmen of your Town submit this report to you, 
hoping it will meet with your approval.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Directors and Citizens of Clarendon: 

The Clarendon Schools opened on Wednesday, September 7, 1966, with 
an enrollment of 156 pupils, a decrease of two from last year. 

The faculty of our schools as listed on another page shows two new 
teachers; Mr. George Eddy, Jr., of Rutland, for the upper grades in East and 
Miss Reta Gilmore of Ira for the Springs School. Mrs. Alta Johnston of Ira 
returned to the Chippenhook School. 

The same plan of assigning pupils to the five schools in the district was 
followed for this school year as was begun last year. The eighth grade at the 
Flats School is under the direction of one teacher. 

Transportation is increasing each year and is becoming a larger part of 
the budget. 

Clarendon’s high school pupils attend Rutland High School and West 
Rutland High School. Seven pupils are at West Rutland and forty-nine at 
Rutland. Tuition charges are increasing rapidly and in the next school year 
will be the largest item in the school budget. Rutland’s tuition will be $730 
per pupil and West Rutland’s increases to $600. 

The Federal Funds received by Clarendon under Title I and Title II of 
Public Law 89-10 were used last spring for field trips, teachers’ aides, audio¬ 
visual equipment and library books. This year we will receive approximately 
80% of last year’s amount. Plans are being made to do more in Health activi¬ 
ties and to continue field trips. More library books will be purchased. 

The total cost of operating the Clarendon Schools in the school ye&r 
1965-1966 was $83,293.03. Federal funds of $1,406.79 were spent in addition 
to this. 

In the school year of 1967-1968, beginning next July 1, the budget recently 
adopted by the School Directors totals $109,520.00. This represents a substan¬ 
tial increase over the budget for the present school year. 

The largest items in the budget for the next year are high school tuition, 
teachers’ salaries, and transportation in that order. These three items are 
increasing each year. The school tax will have to increase to pay for these 
costs. 

I would like to close my fourteenth report in expressing my appreciation 
for the cooperation of the School Directors, Parents, and pupils of Clarendon.

This thirty-first in the series of annual reports submitted 
to the people of Clarendon presents tabulations for the calendar 
year 1966. In the Department of Social Welfare’s program of 
assistance to the aged, blind or disabled 30% of the costs of 
hospital and physician services, as well as the excess over $80.00 
per month in Nursing Home Care, are assessed against the town 
of settlement of the recipients of such care. Participation charges 
incurred by your community during the past year for each of 
these types of care were as follows: 

Nursing Home Care $40.50 

Hospitalization Services $451.43 

Physician Services $84.30 

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in the 
program of Aid to Families with Dependent Children is at the rate 
of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for the 
care of Committed Children are borne equally by the local and 
state agencies. Charges assessed against your community for the. 
former amounted to $88.03 and for the latter $0.00 for the year 
just closed. 

During 1966 assistance was granted to 7 residents in your 
community under the Aid to the Aged, Blind or Disabled pro¬ 
gram. Direct money payments to these persons were financed 
entirely out of state-federal funds. Among the other programs 
financed from these same sources were Services for the Blind, 
Adoption Services, Medical Aid for the Aged, and Medical 
Assistance. While no town-by-town records are compiled for 
these categories, their benefits were available to all qualified 
residents.
